Then came the war. Nevertheless 
the Canadian banks stood the strain 
well, and were able not only to finance 
the business of the country and the 
requirements of the government, but 
advanced huge credits of hundreds of 
millions of dollars to Britain, Much 
criticism of the banks is heard—no 
doubt partly justified—but it must be 
said to their credit that they proved 
a tower of strength to Canada and 
the Empire throughout the war. 

The war is all but over, The time 
of reconstruction, readjustment, is 
upon us with all its possibilities of 
trade recession, unemployment, “and 
general commercial uncertainty, Yet 
it is at this time that the chartered 
banks of Canada are arranging to in- 
crease their capital, increasing divi- 
dends, opening new branches through- 
out the country, and, most significant 
of all, opening branches in France, 
Russia and the countries of .. South 
America. If existing capital was suf- 
ficient to enable the banks to “carry 
on” during the strain of the war and 
a period of tremendous industrial ac-| 
tivity, why do they now require more 
capital if trade is to be restricted? 
Does not their present policies of ex- 
pansion indicate that, from all the 
sources of information at their com- 
mand, the head officials of the banks 
are rather convinced that a new and 
greater era of business development 
is opening for Canada? It would cer- 
tainly seem so,

. Every unmarried person or widow or widower, without dependent 
children under twenty-one years of age, who during calendar year 
1918 received or earned $1,000 or more. 

2. All other individuals who during galendar year 1918 received or earned 
$2,000 or more. 


4, Every corporation and joint stock company whose profits exceeded 
$3,000, during the fiscal year ended in 1918, 


FORMS TO BE FILLED IN AND FILED. 


FORM T1. By individuals, other than farmers and ranchers. 

FORM TIA. By farmers and ranchers. 

FORM T2. By corporations and joint stock companies. 

FORM T3. By trustees, executors, administrators of estates and assignees. 
FORM T4. By employers to make return of the names of all directors, 
officials, agents or other employees to whom was paid $1,000 
or more in salaries, bonuses, commission or other ‘remunera-

Some Prisoners Not Reported 
London, — Replying to a question 


in the house of commons, Captain 
Guest said that the number of officers 
and other ranks officially accepted as 
war prisoners who had not yet been 
accounted for by the Germans  ap- 
proximated 3,000, including the im- 
perial and colonial troops and the 
navy, but excluded the Indians, It 
was not expected that many were 
alive. 

As a result of recent search in 
Germany sixteen sick and wounded 
prisoners were reported, but left 
there because it was not advisable to 
move them. Three medical orderlies 
were left to attend them while their 
quarters were comfortable and in 
charge of the Anglo-French medical 
authorities, American Y¥.M.C.A, and 
the Danish Red Cross.

No One Man’s Job 


The work of Repatriation is no one- 
man’s job—it is the duty and the priv- 
elege of every citizen of the Dominion of 
Canada. 

The war was not the work of thesoldiers 
alone—it was the task of every Canadian, 
and it is our pride that Canadians as a 
whole recognized that, and set a standard 
for self sacrificing, intelligent joyful ser- 
vice not surpassed in any country. 

The war is not yet won. Tnese soldier 
boys who have been.in the midst of alarms 
forthe last four years and more stiil suffer 
from its effects, although-many very many 
are coming home physically sound. These 
boys must change their whole scheme of 
living. Their outiouk on hie must be 
changed. ‘to do go they will need heip, 
They will need sympathetic, kindly treat- 
ment. That is where everybody can help. 
Not all have jobs to offer. These men 
must have satisfactory work at a proper 
compensation. A body of public sent- 
ment must be Created in favor ot giving 
the returned men every possible chance 
to make himself the sell supporting man 
he wants to be, Meet him when he comes 
home. Give him theglad hand. Smooth 
out the little difficuities, Be kindly, 
sympathetic tomeree him, and then theip 
him to get a good position And when 
he gets that position, be still sympathetic 
with him, so that te may ack to 


that place in the community to which bis 


talents fit him, but which his experience 
has in a sense undtted him. 

Repatriation is a big problem, but the 
solution can and will be touud in patient, 
kindly treatment, 

The Land settlement scheme is vider 
way The ‘Goverment will secure iand 
for the men who wamt to xo on the tarnys.

egisiature at the session just closed, 
that is au excellent motto for all Canadi- 
ans. The limit is nut too mach, 

The Repatriation Committee has named 
Major Berestord Topp, D.8.0 , M.C. 
with bur, as its representative in England. 
It is absolutely hessary to acquaint the 
men coming liome with the plans adopt- 
ed by the Government for their re-establ- 
ishment into civil life. It will prevent 
their worrying, and will enable the men 
th make their plans accordingly. Major 
Topp isa first class fighting man, with four 
decorations for gallantry, and his work 
will undoubtedly be most productive of 
good. 

Employment offices have been named 
in over 4O cities in Canada, and others 
will, be opened at once. Returned men 
are put in charge, and every. effort is 
being made to bring employers and re- 
turned men in touch with eacn other. 

Municipalities are doing great work in 
connection with receptions to returned 
men. The councils have as a rule entered 
into this most heartily, with beneficial re- 
sults ‘Lhe majority of the municipalities 
are also planning tor civic ‘improvements 
on a large scale, This will give employ- 
ment to many men. 

It is expected that when spring seeding 
arrives, niany men will be. discharged 
from the army, allowing them to take up 
their former occupations on the farm. 
Increased production is essential to Can- 
ada’s prosperity, and the expectation is 
that the shortage will not be go acute 
when these men get back.
